Omaha, May 22.—Masked bandits held 
up and robbed Union, Pacific train No.

The robbers climbed over the tak and 
forced the enginer to stop his train, and 
then proceeded to the mail car. The 
clerks were forced to open the car and 
hand out a number of Opuches of regis- 
tered mail. Once they secured the bags, 
the hurried away in a southerly direc- 
tion and permitted the train to proceed. 

The passengers were not molested, and 
as s0o'g as the robbers left the scene of 
the hold-up the train proceded to this 
city.

speech making. The lumber schedule 
was under discussion during the 
@reater part of ‘the day and the con- 
troversy between the free lumber ad- 
veeates and their high tariff opponents 
was at times quite sharp. 

Senator McCumber introduced the 
subject by presenting an amendment 
providing for free lumber, and he was 
on the floor several times during the 
day in support of this provision. He 
contended that the American forests 
were being rapidly depleted, and urged 
that every encouragement should be 
given to the bringing of outside lum- 
ber for the protection of our own sup- 
ply. On the other hand, Senators El- 
kins, Scott and Heyburn, all of them 
representing lumber producing constit- 
uencies, contended strenuously for a 
higher duty than is allowed by the 
house bill. They controverted the the- 
ory -that the American lumber supply 
is rapidly diminishing. 

Other Legislation Barred. 

Once more the senate placed 
record its* determination not to under- 
take other legislation while the tariff 
bill is pending. This action was taken 
in opposition to an effort on the part 
of Senator Burton, former chairman 
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on John R. Early, the North Carolina 
Salvationist, who is being held on a 
government reservation tn Washing- 
ton as a leper, is making a desparate | 
fight for his liberty, aided by his faith- 
ful young wife. Dr. L. Duncan Bulk- 
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of the house committee on rivers and 
harbors and now a member of the sen- 
ate committee on commerce, to have 
extended certainn present appropria- 
tions for the improvement of the 
Waterways of the country. He was 
antagonized by Senators Hale and 
Clapp, and was compelled to desist 
from his effort. 

Senator Bailey began the day by 
demanding that the advocates of the 
tariff bill should maintain a quorum 
during the day, notwithstanding that 
there were to be no votes taken and he 
and other senators were responsible 
for a number of roll calls. The attend- 
ance was good, however, and there was 
nv indication of a falling off in inter- 
est on the part of senators. 

McCumber Wants Free Duty. 

Mr.‘ McCumber declared that the lum- 
ber industry needed no protection. There 
Was, he said, no danger that anv of the 
American lumber mills would be closed 
because of foreign competition. The in- 
creasing demand these forest prod- 
ucts tend to keep up the prices. 

*Mr Borah opposed Mr. McCumber’s 
Views, that a tariff on lumber would 
ten” to deplete the forests. “It is in- 
credible,” he said, “that the human race 
le going to perish rather than plant 
trees on land of no use except for the 
Plantine of trees.”’ 

Mr. MeCumber insisted that the lum- 

industry of the United States had 
reached its height, and that free lum- 
ber would partly supply the American 
market with a product that could not 
De supplied from American forests with- 
Out exhausting them. 

Senator Elkins, defending the lumber 
interest, accused the senator from North 
Dakota of being a ‘“‘spotted protection- 
ist,” favoring protection on products of 
his own state, but not on those of 
other states. 

Just Bargaining, Says Bailey. 

“I want to direct the attention of the 
country,’ interposed Mr. Bailey, “to the 
fact that the principles of protection 
merely cofisist of bargaining.” 

Mr. Elkins was asked by Senator 
Curtis if it were not true that indus- 
tries of America had been built up by 
protection. 

“Yes, we have,"’ responded Mr. Elkins, 
“and I am pleading with you not to 
tear them down.” 

Mr. McCumber, to whose views Mr. 
Elkins frequently referred, presented a 
giowing picture of the progress of the 
northwest as a result of the protective 

riff, while West Virginia, he added 
Sarcastically, had become pauperized. 
He said he could believe as he looked 
upon the happy countenance of the mil- 
Monaire senator from West Virgimia, 
that his state had suffered through pro» 
tection. 

“You got out of protection all you 
could, but when you could not get any 
more, you wanted to despoil my prop- 
erty,” replied Mr. Elkins. ‘‘West Vir- 
ginia does not produce millionaires.

feet, enter the homes of the people and 
swarm over the food that is eaten and 
the water and milk that is drunk.

There 
are firms in England that for fifty 
years have shared their ovrofits in one 
form or another with their employees, 
but the movement is now being taken 
up widely as a remedy for the great 
disturbances of industry caused Dv 
Strikes and as a check to the growth 
of socialism. So far the movement has 
assumed two forms. One is a mere 
sharing of profits, the payment to the 
workmen of a bonus calculated on 
their earnings in profitable years. The 
other and truer form of covartnership 
takes the form of assigning to the 
employees stock in the company. or 
Which the regular dividends are paid 
when earned just as on the stock of 
the regular shareholders. 

The first system has been In opera- 
tion for a good many years in a num- 
ber of large gas companies. It was 
introduced by the late Sir George 
Livesey at the South Metropolitan Gas 
Works, London, with the object of fn- 
ducing the workmen to economize in 
theirowntimeandthe company’s ma- 
terlals and it worked so successfullv 
that the company was able not only to 
pay substantial bonuses to the work- 
ers and large dividends to its share- 
holders, but also to repeatedly reduce 
the price of gas to the public. There 
has never been a strike of this com- 
pany’s employees since the system was 
introduced. 

The more modern method of making 
the employees actual shareholders 
owes its vogue to the work of two 
Sreat captains of industry. Sir Chris- 
tophber Furness, the great shipbuilder 
and shipowner, and W. H. Lever. M. P.. 
the big soap maker, whose works at 
Port Sunlight, near Liverpool, are fa- 
mous all over the world. The ball 
was set rolling by Sir Christopher 
Furness early this year, after a series 
of disastrous strikes which nearly 
ruined the shipbuilding industry in 
the north of England.

Thus exclaimed the early English 
villagers in heralding the approach of 
Various bands of itinerant musicians 
who made their living by playing on 
@ fhute-like instrument called the 
“hautboy,” a word from the French 
“haut,” meaning “high,” and “bois,” 
meaning “wood.” 

And so we are told, the word, now 
obsolete, degenerated, and the expres- 
sion became, “Here comes the hobo.” 
and the title began generally to be ap- 
plied to those wayfarers who spurned 
work and who existed “even as the 
lly.” and the term drifted in due 
course of time to this country. and it 
has since been used in connection with 
@ large and notorious class. 

And today the cry of American crim- 
inologists, philanthropists, railroad of- 
ficials and others is, “Hobo! hobo! 
What must we do with the hobo?” 

In England, vagrancy has grown 
until there are now said to be some 
60,000 tramps eking out a miserable 
existence on the island: and, according 
to press reports, parliament is consid- 
ering various methods of forcing the 
“mulligans’—as they are called—tinto 
employment. In London alone it is 
said 2,000 tramps can be found every 
night sleeping in hallways, doorways, | 
and under the arches of bridges. 


Hobo Life in United States. 

By no means behind England in the 
mumber of those perpetually unem- 
ployed in the United States, where it 
is estimated that are 100,000 persons 
on the road who are constitutionally 
opposed to work. The railroads est!- 
mate that in killing 4,000 vagrants, 
and in oth wavs incidental to han- 
dling tram. they lose $2,500,000 every 
twelve months. And such is the grav- 
ity of the situation that it has become 
quite a national problem and remains 
still unsolved. 

Clinton, Iowa, a town of some 25.900 
inhabitants, where there is a _ large 
Mississippi river island outside munict- 
pal authority, to whichthetramps flock 
in annual convention, is said to be the 
hoboes’ Jerusalem.

Legislation Hurting the Game. 

Before’ the railroads had _ reached 
their present state of perfection—pre- 
vious to the time of yard detectives, 
watchmen, stringent laws and unsym- 
pathetic railroad crews—the way of the 
hobo, as regards transportation, was not 
so hard. The fireman on a ‘‘wood- 
burner’’ frequently carried half a dozen 
tramps on a trip who were willing to 
do a little work loading up the engine 
tender with wood. But this privilege 
was outlawed by the railroad authori- 
ties when the helpers fell to stealing and 
plundering. 

Then the hobo was forced to climb 


on top or into the oars, or perhaps ride 
the rods or the bumpers to his destina- 


tion. Gradually laws were passed in 
some states making the theft of train 
rides a misdemeanor, punishable by fine 
or imprisonment, which brings the sys- 
tem to the present, when it is harder 
than ever before to make the gamé 
a go. 

In 1698 the practice of tramping 
flourished, when thousands of camp 
followers identified themselves with the 
troops in the Spanish-American war and 
went to Florida and Suba in search of 
plunder. Cuba has since passed a law 
requiring hoboes and other to show at 
least $35 in money before they land on 
the island. 

Bven up to five years ago hoboing was 
a science and it has only recently been 
met with the emactment of state laws 
on vagrancy andthe foresight of the 
railroads officials in providing yard de- 
tectives, watchmen, etc. Many a man 
who could boast three years ago of 
Standing in the New York bread line 
one year and of sleeping under Cali- 
fornia skieg the next, must now be con- 
tent with a more limited territory, for 
danger iurks in every railroad pard.

Seoul, Korea, 1909.—(Special Corre- 
spondence.)—I want to tell you what the 
Japanese are doing in Korea. They have 
taken the Hermit Kingdom by the neck, 
and are shaking its dry Sones into ac- 
tion. They are establishing courts, 
abolishing squeezing and reorganizing 
the finances. They propose to build 
roads, to reforest the mountains, to open 
the mines and to turn this half-barren 
country into a garden. ‘All these things 
@ré in their beginnings, but a start has 
been made and signs of progress are 


everywhere to be seen. 


The New City of Seoul. 
The capital, Seoul, is fast becoming a 
new city. When I came here twenty 


| were closed at night by heavy doors 
plated with iron, which were not opened 
again until the next day. We got in 
just in time to see the gates close. There 
was no hotel, and we had to be met by 
the soldiers of our legation, and were 
quartered there during our stay. 

The, city still has ite wails, but the 
gates now stand open day and night, and 
an electric street car line runs through 
two of them and on out Into the country. 
An electric ight globe prevents the clos- 
ing of the one which we entered, and 
another gate has proved too small to 
accommodate the traffic and has been cut 
out by the Japanese, wide roads beirg 
mage through the walls on each side. 
The gate itself, which is a temple-like 
structure with a; double roof of heavy 
tiles, has been fa with stone; and it 
is now proposed to put a commercial 
museum in the soldiers’ guardroom above 
it.

When we went out we 
took the keso of the legation to carry 
our lantern, and this consisted of a 
framework, holding a candle with a red, 
white and blue gauze cloth thrown over 
it. The Seoul of today is fairly well 
lighted. Many of the stores keep open 
luring the evening, and nost of the

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down the wide. matin streets-of the city 
makes one think of one of the larger 
towns of our country, for the lights alone 
are to be seen, and the low one-story 
buildings are lost in the darkness. 

Seoul now has an electric car line 
run by Americans. It was put in lone

At first 
they said it was magic, and a mob de- 
stroyed some of the cars. Their theory 
was that the line would prevent the 
spirita giving them rain. They said 
the cars Were boats, and that the gods, 
looking down from the skies. seeing 
them swimming to and fro through 
the streets, would say: “These people 
need no rain, for their city is swim- 
ming in water.”

Mud v. Brick. 

Twenty-five years ago there was not 
1 brick In Korea. The houses were ali 
made of mud, of wood or of etones 
viled up one on top of the other and 
vered with roofs of heavy black tiles, 

straw thatch, held down with etraw 

pes. When I visited the City twenty 

Cars ago outside the homes of the mis- 
“.onaries and the palaces of the king 
there was not a two-story structure to 
‘ seen anywhere. The place contained 
two three hundred thousand people, 
2 most of whom lived in mud huts 

roofs of straw thatch. The huts 

aii made in shape of a horse- 
“ioe, with quarters at the back for the 
women, There were larger houses roof- 
cd with tiles which formed the homes 
of the nobles, and these were shut off 
from the streets by low stable-like 
Structures, in which the servants and 
retainers were quartered. The houses 
heated by flues, which fran 
under the floors and emptied their 
s1n0Ke into the streets through openings 
ut at abdut the height of one’s waist 

‘om the ground. At meal times, and 
lore especially mornings and evenings, 
these holes poured forth volumes, 
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The air was so thick that one could al- 
most cut it and the paseerby had to 
cough. 

Today Seoul has thousands of sfmilar 
houses. Of the two hundred thousand 
and odd, which make up the native 
population, 99 per cent live tin such 
quarters. They have no sewers, and 
the slops run out into open ditches, 
which have been cut through the 
streets. The Japanese have covered 
some of these ditches and they are now 
putting In drains. 

As to the buildings, a new class of 
structure is rapidly rising, and the peo- 
ple stand and gaze at them in open- 
mouthed wonder. The Young Men's 
Christian Association has just com- 
pleted a brick home of two stories, 
which is heated by steam. It is a 
wonder of wonders to the average Ko- 
rean, who cannot tell whence comes 
the heat. 

The bricks for that bullding are being 
madé outside of the city. Yards have 
been there constructed, which are now 
turning out bricks by thé millions. The 
clay is excellent, and a large part of 
the new Seoul will be built of these 
bricks, There are other brick yards at 
Yong-San, the military city on the edgs 
of Seoul, and there is no lack of fine 
building materiai. |

How the Offictalz Raised Money. 

That hv wav marks

ing on here. Until latelv no Korean Was 
supposed to have any right to money that 
the king was bound to respect. Every 
official squeezed the man below him, and 
if he did not give up a share of his 
goods upon demand, had him whipped 
or tortured in some way or other until 
he did so. The most common persuader 
was a flextble paddle about as wide as 
the palm of your hand and ten or twelve 
feet in length. The man to be squeezed 
was stripped to the skin and laid face 
downward on the ground and held there 
by men, or he was tied to a bench so 
that It was impossible for him to move. 
Then the paddlers would strike him so 
many blows on the thighs The second 
or third always brought blood, and an 
hundred was supposed to mean death. 
Burning and bone crushing were other 
methods of torture, and men were kept 
for years in. prison on false charges 4S 
means of extortion. Under such condi- 
tions the man who showed he had 
money was sure of persecution and all 
loans were secretly made. The Japa- 
nese have done away with this squeez- 
ing, and the thousands of officials who 
lived upon it have now gone to the wall, 

The New Currency. 

The money is changed. During that 
trip across country to Seoul I had to 
have an extra man to carry the money 
to pay the coolieg,at the end of the trip, 
and for my expenses in the capital I got 
an order upon a merchant in Seoul. The 
eoins were of copper with a square 
hole in the center, and it took one 
thousand of them to eaual the value 
of an American dollar. They were 
strung upon strings of one hundred each, 
and Whenever I went out shopping I had 
to take a servent along to carry my 
purse. Such cash were in use here when 
I crossed Korea in 1894, and they con- 
tinued for some time after the Japanese- 
Chinese war. Then the Korean nickel 
was made, but Ahis was counterfeited 
both here and in Japan to such an ex- 
tent that it fell to half its original 
value. The Japanese have now intro- 
duced their own coinage, accepting the 
Korean nickel at.the market rate; and 
from now on the country will be on a 
gold ‘basis. Japanese bank notes areé 
everywhere taken and Japanese silver, 
nickel and copper coins are in common 
use. This reorganization of the finances 
has been one of the great problems that 
the Japanese have had to deal with, but 
the vice minister of finance, Mr. Aral, 
tella/me that it is now practically solved 
an@ that he anticipated no further trou- 
it. Hée/says the government has lost 
money if taking the Korean nickels at 
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half rate and that the counterfeits they 
have had to accept have amounted to 
‘millions. They have already exchanged

They do not think 
of pay day until it comes, and as a 
result are not able to meet their obli- 
gations. 
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A Nation of Children. 


Indeed, it is up to the Japanese gov- 
ernment to protect the Koreans from 
one class of its subjects who are now 
overrunning this country. The Koreans 
lookout for themselves. They are 
been so ground down in the past that 
they have not learned to hustle and to 
look out for themselves. They are 
wonderfully gentle and trusting, and 
the shrewd Japanese can easily take 
advantage of them. He is doing to to- 
day, notwithstanding the government 
tries to prevent it, and the authorities 
should put on the screws and punish 
severely all such offenses. Prince Ito 
has tried to do this, even to the extent 
of sending back a large number of the 
Japanese who have come here, saying 
that they were not fit to be in the 
country. 

It is this element that knocks the 
Korean about, cheats him out of als 
wages, and if possible, ®y means of 
loans, takes his houses @nd lands. ic 
is the low class element among tr 
soldiers, sc&attered in small bands over 
the country away from their superior 
officers, which is leading to the killing 
of many innocent Koreans under th» 
name of insurgents, and which, if the 
government does not pursue a more 
rigid policy, is likely to lose Japan its 
reputation as having the best, the kind- 
est, the most refined and the most 
humane soldiers on earth.

You recall the tale out of the 
“Arabian Nights” of Aladdin and his 
wonderfu] lamp? 

The turbaned fisherboy made a few 
mystic passes over the lamp he Thad 
dragged from the sea, and lv! palaces 
leaped into being, beautiful groves and 
gardens multiplied, and where before 
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had stretched a perspective of barren | 


Sands, loveliness and marvels sur- 
passing belief spread their vista before 
his enchanted vision. 


Martha Berry, of Rome, Floyd coun- ; 


ty, Georgia, in this alert, practical, 
skeptical twentieth century, has out- 
done the Aladdin who charmed the 
days of our boyhood with his impossi- 
ble achievements. 

No magic lamp, no kindly genie have 
lent her their fortuitous aid. 

No useless and gaudy palaces, no 
dazzling spectacles of meaningless 
beauty, rear themselves as monuments 
to a moment of happy chance and ac- 
cidents. 

The only magic visible fn hep life 
is the magic of personality, the witch- 
ery of hard work, the driving inspira- 
tion ever present at her side. 

And what wonders have these forces 
wrought? 

Deep in the forest about 21-2 miles 
from Rome is a little old tumble-down 
cabin. prototype of hundreds of sim- 
llar shabby shelters throughout Geor- 
Bia. 

Ten minutes’ walk from the cabin 
and through a broad gateway with 
tall granite posts as sentinels will 
take yu to an array of thirteen scat- 
tered buildings, still far in the forest. 

Between the cabin and the little 
scattered settlement, if you are im- 
aginative, you could trace in your 
mental vision a long line of mounfain 
boys of Georgia, poor boys from the 
highlands of Alabama and the low- 
lands of Georgia, boys once bereft of 
that vaunted “square deal” tn life, now 
able to face the world, its temptafions 
and its possibilities, clothed with 
strength to resist the one, power to 
materialize the other. 

And that, speaking half-way in sym- 
boils, is an outline of the magic in the 
career of Martha Berry. ; 

A School Widely Known, 

Few people in Georgia but have 
heard of the industrial school of 
Martha Berry, near Rome. It is bet- 
ter known among the educators of 
Georgia, and distinguished people f™m 
outside Georgia than among the peo- 
ple-at-large. 

For educators and people of dis- 
tinction have alike made a series of 
pilgrimages to the school, drawn by 
the fame of its achievement, anxious 
to see for themselves this schoo! in 
the forest, where boys enter princi- 
pally with hope as an asset, and leave 
with an equipment that makes them 
self-supporting and productive fac- 
tors wherever they care to cast their 
@arthiy lot. 

I, too, had heard much of the Berry 
school, and had talked to its founder, 
Giscussing with her on her many vis- 
its to Atlanta the problem of providing 
practical education for poor boys in 
Georgia, and guessing at how she was 
meeting the issue. [I had formed a 
conception, too, of Martha Berry, a 
woman with a mission which drove 
her relentlessly beyond the power of 
woman's strength. But the vision of 
the echool I had formed in my mind's 
eye, and the materitalizing of fhe vision 
upon a visit, were two matters very 
separate and distinct. 

The Gospel of Work. 

The story must necessarily partake 
more of an impressionistic than a 
straightaway nature, since it was va- 
cation time when I visited, and only 
a thira of the 150 boys remained at 
the school at work on the regular 
system of improvements. 

At the station I was met by one of 
the students, a bright young man of 
about 2! or 22. The story he told me 
on the drive out is typical of the ex- 
periences of the boys who have spread 
the fame of the Berry institute 
through the country.

During the closing days of the civil 
war, when the collapse of the con- 
 federate government became a certain- 
ty, Jefferson Davis; president of the 
southern states, summoned his body- 
guard and personal serviter, a negro, 
at the southern capitol in Richmcend, 
Va., and said: 

‘“Yames, I hereby hand you solemnly 
and sacredly the seal of the Confed 
erate States of America. The southern 
government is about to fail. The seal, 
which we must and do hold sacred and 
undefilable, must be secreted where no 
man in the future will profane it by 
public gaze and examination. 
trust this mission to you. I hereby 
charge you with the seal’s disappear- 
ance. Hide it and let no man know 
where it is. Tell not even me. And 
let the secret die with you.” 

Jones, an intelligent and faithful ne- 
gro, accepted the task. And to this 
day he has fulfilled it with sacred 
fidelity.

recall to a group of Atlanta women 
the study which they had of George 
Meredith several years ago under the 
leadership of Miss L. Graham Crozier, 
the well-known lecturer. During the 
Past two seasons Miss Crozier has 
used the influence of Meredith as a 
parallel and contrast tn her Ibsen 
course of lectures, but for twenty 
years Miss Crozier has beén an au- 
thority concerning the influence of 
Meredith. Those of her class who 
heard her talk informally on Mere- 
dith's women can not fail to receive 
a renewed impulse to re-read ‘“Beau- 
champ’s Caree,” “One of Our Con- 
guerors” and, above all, the poems en- 
titled “Modern Love.” 

Why must a man actually pass away 
in order to come into his own? Stu- 
dents of literature, ane even casual! 
readers, have regretted that they could 
not have been in closer touch with 
this world-mind that touched life— 
their life—at so many points and stood 
always so ready to give them of his 
wisdom! 

And of wisdom Meredith had s0 
plenteous a store. Wisdom and sanity 
were his distinctive characteristics. 

Others may come wpon the _= stage.

unknown. The world who knew him 
through his books can only feel of 
him, as they have felt of Tennyson, 
Browning and Whitman, that it is 
good to have been a part of the age—.- 
of the century, which could develop 
and foster such men. 

His Attitude Toward Women. 

“Women should feel an especial loss 
in Meredith, for he was ever the friend 
of the sex. He understood women in 
their evolution, sympathized with 
them in their human rights and 
through his philosophy and novels, 
and in his life, he was faithful to 
women-——collectively and to the indi- 
vidual woman,” said Mrs. Percival 
Sneed, of the Carnegie library, yester- 
day, commenting on the passing of 
Meredith.

“He was the non-conformist in his 
writings,” she said, “but most ortha- 
dox in his mode of. life. 

“In his early days he lived for 
awhile in the atmosphere of Rosette— 
of Swinburne, and Theodore Watts 
Dalton, but later he married and lived 
peacefully and happily at his little 
home tn Surrey, though that group of 
men were always among hie friends. 

“Whether or not his ashes lie in 
Westminster Abbey, one can not but 
feel that he is one of the men to 
whom history will do justice for- 
ever.” 

Another woman commenting on 
Meredith unconsciously paid him high 
tribute when, in speaking of “Richard 
Feverai,” accepted by some critics as 
his really best, though first, story, she 
declared: “It was such a dreadful 
book, because when I once began to 
read it, I was forced to read it 
through!” 

‘He was the novelist of the sophisti- 
cated, the cultivated people of more 
than ordinary comprehension,’ writes 
a New York critic, “yet, when the 
youthful and even partially untutored 
minds once grasped the spirit of Mere- 
dith, and penetrated through the sub- 
tle depths of his language, they al- 
ways wish more of him.” said another.

road commission for reduction in rates 
on the products of public utilities. 

The city of Columbus is asking for 
cheaper gas andelectricity, and the peo- 
ple of that city want real, materia] re- 
ductions, in some instances as much 458 
50 per cent. The commission has set 
the hearing for Tuesday, May 26, with 
the expectation that it will require at 
least two and probably three days to 
conclude it. 

The people of Columbus have gone into 
this fight with determinatiqn to get out 
of it all there is in it. They have, it 
‘s understood, employed experts to make 
thorough and detailed investigations as 
to the cost of producing gas and electric- 
ity in Columbus and other cities, and 
the comparative prices charged. They 
have asked. and the commission has ac- 
ceded to their request, that the gas and 
electric companies be required to pro- 
duce at the hearing, certain pooks which 
will throw light on these questions of ex- 
pense and income. 

The city of Coiumbus, the board of 
trade and the consumers’ Association, 


composed of many of the residents of 
that city, are the complainants, against 


\the Columbus Railroad Company, which 


operates the electric lighting plant, and 
the Gas Light Company, of Columbus, 
which furnishes gas, and which is under 
the same ownership as the railroad com- 
pany. 

Unreasonable rates. 

The complainants charge that electric- 
ity produced by water power as it is in 
Columbus can be made at about half 
the cose of that turned out by steam 
power. But it is claimed the combina- 
tion has eliminated all competition and 
persists in keeping the rates unreason-

ee ace some of the rates now 
charged along with those asked for Dy 
the Columbus people: 

Thestty paysg60a year forarc lights 
and $24 for in. indescent lights on the 
streets; it is asxed that these prices pe 
reduced to $40 and $/6 respectively. 

The maximum price for electric cur- 
rent is 15 cents per kilowatt hour, run- 
ning from that down to 6 cents in cér- 
tain cases; the complainants ask that 
these prices be cut to 7 cents maximum, 

"the uenal 10 per cent off, down to 
2 cents mintmum, the latter rate apply- 
ing to elevators and other power ser- 
vice. 

The price charged the consumer for 
gas is $1.85 for lights and $1.35 for fuel 
with a discount of !0 cents per 1,000; it 
is asked that this price be cut to a flat 
rate of 90 cents per !,000 cubic feet,

Declares Rates Too Leow. 

The Gas Light Company not, only as- 
gerts the reasonableness of fts rates, 
but declares they are too low, saying 
that if anything were charged off for de- 
preciation of plant, the compaay would 
operate at a loss. It, therefore,’asks the 
commission to permit it to inorease its 
rates. The railroad company contends 
that its electric plant has never paid a 
dividend and that if rates were made 
any lower, it would lose money.

Washington, D. C., May 22.—(Special) 


of cottonseed oi] was recently request- 
ed from Dr. H. W. Wiley, chief of the 
bureau of chemistry of the United 
States department of agriculture, in 
order to contradict a remarkable state- 
ment made to the French tariff com- 
mission by one of its members. 

M. Plinchon is reported by Julian L. 
Brode, our special agent at Marseilles, 
to have declared at a meeting of the! 
commission that cottonseed oil was 
“injurious to the health and destroyed 
the abdominal tissues.” 

In response to this charge, it was 
proposed by deputies from Marseilles 
and Havre, two points which handle 
large quantities of cottonseed oil, to 
have a test made by M. Achille Muntz, 
of Paris, a member of the Institute of 
France. His testimony was desired for 
use in debating the cottonseed oil 
schedule in the tariff bill pending be- 
fore the French commission. 

Dr. Wiley Asked for az Opinion. 

When these charges were made 
known in this country, B. F. Taylor, 
the chairman of the bureau of pub- 
licity of the Interstate Cottonseed 
Crushers’ Association, sought from Dr. 
Wiley a statement on the subject of 
the wholesomeness of cottonseed oil. 
In his reply Dr. Wiley says: 

“No work has been done in this bu- 
reau (chemistry) on that question, but 
Bulletin 115 of the Maine agricultural! 
experiment station gives the digesti- 
bility of fat in (a) very high-grade 
cottonseed meal, 100 per cent.; (b) 
dark color cottonseed meal, 97 # per 
cent.; (c) medium-grade cottonseed 
meal, 94.6 per cent.; (d) low-grade 
cottonseed meal, 90.1 per cent. 

“In Bulletin. 28 of the Pennsylvania 
agricultural experiment station the di- 
gestibility of fat in cottonseed meal 
is given as 97 per cent., while in the 
Massachusetts agricultural experiment 
station report for 1897 the digestibility 
of fat in cottonseed meal is given as 
98 per cent. The Arkansas agricultur- 
al experiment station bulletin 78 re- 
cords experiments with mice and 
guinea pigs, in which the mice were fed 
a mixture of flour, water and oil, all 
beked together, and the same mixture, 
together with bran in a raw condition, 
was fed to guinea pigs. The follow- 
ing results were obtained regarding 
the disestivility of the oil:

"TIS LEGAL TO SHOOT 
MAD DOG ON SUNDAY 


Court of Appeals of Georgia 
Decides the Animal Is a 
‘Public Enemy.” 


That a mad dog is a “public enemy,” 
has been definitely decided by the state 
court of appeals. 

And as it is lawful to make war on 
a public enemy at any time, it is also 
the conclusion of the court that {t {s per- 
fectly lewal and proper to shoot or other- 
wise execute a mad dog on the Sab- 
bath. 

Clarence Manning, of Jasper county, 
shot a mad dog on Sunday and was pros- 
ecuted and convicted for unlawful shoot- 
ing on the Gabbath. The court of ap- 
peals reverses the judgment, and de- 
clares Manning was justified in his act. 

The court's decision as written by 
Judge R. B. Russell, once Known as 
“Plain Dick” Russell—but that was when 
he was on the stump as a candidate for 
governor—is as follows: 

“A mad dog is a public enemy, and to 
shoot at a mad dog is not the wilful 
and wanton firing of a weapon, within 
the terms of the act of 1898, which for- 
bids the shooting of firearms on Sunp- 
day. 

“Tt is the duty of the court, upon the 
trial of one charged with a violation of 
this statute, toinstruct the jury as tothe 
meaning of the words ‘wilful and wan- 
ton,’ as used in the statute; and it is 
error to restrict the defense of the ac- 
cuged to cases of actual self-defense or 
defense of property. 

‘It is for the jury to determine wheth- 
er shooting at a mad dog on Sunday is a 
wilful and wanton shooting within the 
meaning of the statut® although they 
might believe that the mad dog was flee- 
ing at the time he was shot at, and that 
neither the defendant’s person nor Oh 
property was in danger.”’ | 

Clarence may, therefore, continue to 
shoot mad dogs on Sundey, if they cross 
his path, without further molestation 
from the criminal courte.

Changed Owing to Absence 
of General Evans. 


Owing to the fact 
Clement A. Evans, a member of the 
prison commission, who command- 
er-in-chief of the United Confederate 
Veterans, will be in attendance on the 
general reunion in Memphis during 
the week beginning Monday, June 7, 
the prison commission has changed the 
date of its regular monthly meeting 
from the first to the second Monday in 
June, 

The commission's next meeting for 
the consideration of the pardon docket 
and other matters, will therefore, be 
held on Monday, June 14, lasting 
through the week. The docket, how- 
ever, is not a heavy one. 

The prison commission 
nothing to say with reference to the 
recent action of Governor Smith in 
pardoning prisoners after it has made 
adverse recommendation. The pardon- 
ing power is vested in the governor 
and -the commission can only recom- 
mend. It ig presumed, however. to 
make thorough investigation and to 
make recommendation in accordance 
with the facts presented. 

Until Governor Smith came into of- 
fice, executive clemency was never 
gsranted, so far as is known, over the 
commission's adverse recommendation. 
It is not to be understood, however, 
that other governors did not, at times, 
take different views of certain cases. 

In such instanées it was the practivea 
to consult with the commission, and as 
the result of these conferences rec. 
ommendations were occasionally al- 
tered or modified. 

There are no such conferences ag 
these now and when the governor de- 
cides that clemency should be granted 
in a case reported adversely, he grants 
it without consulting the commission 
as he, of course, has the power to do.

GRIPS MANY STATES 


Abolish It.

Judge Hampton Says Arkan- 
Has Law That Limits | 


sas 
Fees; But It Is Frequently 
Evaded by Officials. 


Montgomery, Ala... May 22.—(Spectal.) 
The fee system seems to have its grip 
inany of the states, even though In 
cases the law has attempted to 
out. “We have a Yaw in Arkan- 
Judge J. E. Hampton. of 
the tax commission of that state, 
‘which limits the pay of any state of- 
getting fees to $5.000 a year. 
After that much has been taken in, the 
rest must go to the treasury of the 
State, according to the constitution, 
but it ls evaded It is said that: some 
of our prosecuting attormeys earn fab- 
ulous Salaries, and the game thing is 
so of the clerks and the sheriffs.’ 
The provision is an old one in Arkan- 
the judge points out, and until 
lately given very little attention. Many 
ways were found to evade it, as the 
wording is tndefinite. Expenses are 
paid and taken out, and deputies are 
paid, who pay back the money to the 
chiefs after the books are looked over. 
Unlike Alabama, Arkansas has no sy8- 
tem of public accountants, go that it is 
impossible to tell ‘how much is made, 
Or to tell whether, after all, the of- 
ficers are acting squarely with all con- 
cerned Men ‘have ways to keep 
from proving up, that gender it very 
hard to keep up even a slight check. 

But Judge Hampton, who is in Ala- 
bama to look into the tax laws of the 
State, thinks that after this there will 
be much better things to report. Re- 
cently one or two officers have been 
made to turn back to the state excess 
earnings from fees, and the people are 
becoming insistent that the law be en- 
forced in the spirit. If this were done, 
the state government could almost be 
run by the excess fees that are being 
taken in the offices of the sheriffs and 
the clerks. It was the sense of the 
last legwisiature that there be a change, 
and. the judge believes that there will 
be, He is much interested in the 
movement in Alabama to abolish the 
fee system, Which he regards as very 
iniquitous. » ia 

A man who is taking more or less in- 
terest in the abolition of the fee sys- 
tem said that it looked as if the code 
committee of the last session was in 
favor of such a move for some at 
least, in which action the legislature 
concurred, for it out the clerk of the 
supreme court on a Salary of $3,600. 
when it is said that im the past his 
earnings had been as much as $10,000. 
In other words, the legislature ap- 
peared to be against the fee system in 
one case, at least. Many feel that the 
matter will be given much attention 
when the solons gather to hol4 the ex- 
tra session.

BP GOES, i RBI EG STR BR

Albany, Ga., Way 22.—(Special.)— 

More than seventy years have passed 
since the last Indians residing in Geor- 
gia were transported beyond the Mis- 
sissippi, and more than a century ear- 
lier the bow and arrow, the spear and 
the tomahawk had ceased to be the 
Red Man's implements of warfare and 
the chase. True, the met@? tomahawk 
of Spanish, French or British manufac- 
ture continued to be a part of the aver- 
age brave'’s equipment long after the 
rife and the powder horn had been 
placed in his hands, but he wore it 
more for ornament and sentiment’s 
heke than for purposes of utility. 

When the white man found the In- 
didn, the latter fought and labored 
with implements of stone. The tribes 
residing near the Atlantic seaboard, 
from Maine to Florida, were not only 
marvelously adept in the use of thelr 
weapons, but showed an expertness 
in their manufacture which astonished 
earlv settlers. Powder and lead sealed 
the fate of an art which was distinc- 
tively American and deserved to be 
perpetuated. Its products survive to- 
day in specimens of flint work which 
no HMving man could duplicate. 

A resident of Dougherty county car- 
ri44é a beautiful arrow head to a manu- 
facturing jeweler in New England sev- 
eral vears ago and asked that a small 
hole be bored through the relic. The 
undertaking was completed after two 
days of abmost constan labor by an 
expert workman, and several dozen 
finely-tempered drills were destroyed 
before the contract was carried out. 

Indian Workshops on Flint River. 

Of the thousands of Indian imple- 
ments in museums and private collec- 
tions. the most interesting are 
made of flint, whose peculiar qualities 
lent themselves as did those of no 
other material to the requirements of 
the aborizgine. 

And nowhere in 
did the Indian find t! 
in as great abundance as along the 
lower reaches of the Flint river, 
known to the Indians as Thronateeska. 
There are proofs innumerable of the 
fact that tribes came hundreds of 
miles to the country which is now in 
the immediate vicinity of Albany, here 
to replenish their stores of flint im- 
plements. The litter of 
shops is to be found today by the ton 
on the. banks of the Kinchafoonee, 
Muckalee, Muckafoonee and Fowltown 
ereeks, which pour thetr waters into 
Flint just above Albany. Another 
favorite camping ground was at Blue 
Spring, four miles south of Albany, 
and one of the greatest natural curi- 
osities in the state.

Moundbuilders’ Implements. 

In the several collections of Indian 
relics gathered by amateur archarélo- 
gists in the vicinity of Albany within 
the last two or three years, are many 
which the Mounbuilders left. I have 
a stone ax, the upper part missing, 
which was dug up in an Albany street, 
ten feet below the surface, and in soi! 
which the Moundbuilders left. I have 
been disturbed. Its outline and finish 
are faultless, 
today could improve upon it. The 
grooved tomahawk shown in one of 
the accompanying illustrations belongs 
to the same period, and its cutting 
edge shows the marks of many whet- 
tings. “& couple of years ago a negro 
farm hand, plowing in a field near 
Fowltown creek, turned up a stone 
ceit. He did not know what it was, 
but the next day he scratched a Ifttle 
deeper at the point wherethe find was 
made, and brought forth eighteen 
varying in weight from 
three-quarters of a pound to efght 
pounds each. The workmanship on 
most of these implements, of which 
one is shown in one of the illustra- 
tions on zhis page, is faultless. 

Art in Chipped Flint. 

For their more ambitious work, the 
Indian artisans seem to have preferred 
a fiint of almost blood-red color, which 
is abundant along the banks of Ftint 
river. They broke off great ledges of 
the rock where it had been exposed by 
the washings of the river, and shat- 
tered the boulders into smaller pieces 
for use in the making of their imple- 
ments. 

A spear-head or an arrow-head was 
always begun at the point. I have sev- 
eral embryo heads on which consider-

rected blow of the artisan or a defect 
in the stone nécessitated its abandon- 
ment. The points and aninch to an inch 
and a half of the heads were completed 
before the middle, the barbs or the 
tang had even been outlined. 

The finer specimens of fiint work are 
wonderfuly interesting. I have a 
spear-head of bload-red flint that was 
made by a master craftsman. Its point 
is as sharp as a needle, and its édges 
almost razor-like. The bulge from the 
point to the faces and the cuttings 
edge is as even and regular as it 
could possibly be, and the barbs are 
perfectly matched. The implement is 
of uniform thickness and its balance is 
perfect. A knife plowed up in a 
Dougherty county flelq several years 
ago 1s more than ten Inches long, two 
and a quarter inches broad and not 
more than three-eighths of an inch 
thick at any point. The chippings on 
its faces, its perfect symmétry and the 
evenness of its edges make it one of 
the finest specimens of filnt work in 
existence.

ARBITRATION COURT 
TAKES MIDDLE COURSE 


Both Germany and France 
Censured for Casablanca 
Incident. 


The Hague, May 22.—The decision of 
the court of arbitration on the Casa 
Blanca dispute between France and Ger- 
many over the forcible seizure by French 
officials of deserters from the French 
foreign legion, under the protection of 
the German consulate, was de!ivered to- 
day. While not placing the blame defi- 
nitely upon either France or Germany, 
the court censures the representatives of 
each nation in several particulars. it 
declares that the secretary of the Ger- 
man consulate at Casa Blanca wrong- 
fully endeavored to bring about the em- 
barkation on a German steamship of de- 
serters of the French foreign ‘egion, 
who were not of German nationality, 
and adds that the consulate had even 
no right to protect deserters who were 
of German nationality, and that the con- 
sul commiteed an error in signing their 
safe conduct. 

Nevertheless, the decision continues, 
the German consular officials were not 
guilty of an intentional fault. 

The court states that the French mil- 
itary authorities were wrong in not re- 
specting the de facto protection exercised 
by the German consulate. The circum- 
stances did not justify the French sol- 
diers in threatening the consular agents 
with revolvers nor in their ill-treatment 
of the Moroccan troops attached to tne 
German consulate,

Trusts, Yet Some May 


Be Increased. 


Andrew Carnegie Stated Iron 


and Steel No Longer Needed 
Protection—Senator Aldrich 
Thinks That It Should Be 
‘“‘Adequately Protected.” 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 

Washington, May 22.—(Special.)— 
Steel, lead, sugar and oll, articles of 
commerce controlled in some instances 
by what amount is in practice to abso- 
lute monopolies, and in others by com- 
binations that regulate prices and out- 
put, are to be protected by excessive 
rates of customs duties in the senate 
tariff bil). 

The assertion has been made repeat- 
ediy in, the senate during the debate 
On the Aldrich bill that reduced rates 
would not hurt the trusts, and yet the 
senate, in the face of insistent demands 
On the part of the ultimate consumer, 
expressed by the progressive republi- 
cans and the democrats, intends to in- 
crease rates on articles of everyday 
consumption which are produced or 
handled by the so-called trusts. 

The friends of the big combinations 
of capital are in the majority in the 
senate, if one is to judge by recent past 
performances. The friends of the con- 
sumer, beaten back at every attack, 
have been licked to a standstill. Test 
votes already taken Gemonstrate con- 
clusively that the senate has no time 
for those who ask for downward re- 
vision. 

The gréat combination controlling 
lead production and the smelters of 
the United States wasthe first to have 
its innings in the senate in connection 
with the pending tariff bill. The du- 
ties on lead, reduced by the Payne 
bill, were increased materially by the 
committee on, finance, of which Sena- 
tor Aldrich, of Rhode Island, is chair- 


man. That action was ratified by the 
senate. 


Carnegie’s Advice Ignored. 

Although Andrew Carnegie and oth- 
er experts in the iron and steel trade 
declared at hearings before the com- 
mitte on ways and means that the in- 
dustry was no longer in need of pro- 
tection, Senator Aldrich and his asso- 
clates could not break the habit, and 
iron and steel are to be “adequately 
protected.” 

It has been demonstrated in house 
and senate that lumber manufacture 
iS as expensive in Canada as in the 
United Stat®s. The republican rational 
platform of 1908 declared for that 
measure of protection representing the 
difference between the cost of produc- 
tion here and abroad. Yet the lumber 
barons are to be given thelr pound of 
flesh in the form of what are called 
“adequately protective rates.;’ 

The house of representatives, by an 
overwhelming vote, Placed petroleum 
and its products on the free list. Sen- 
ator Aldrich has announced that pro- 
tective rates will be applied to petro!l- 
cum. Its products, so S0ssip says, 
will be cared for in conference, 

aid Reames ny Sugar Trust. 

No ong ago the sugar tr 
detected in the petty fon el ge tg 
weighing crude sugar at the port of 
New York, an act referred to in the 
Scriptures as an “abomination.”

Responsibility Is Being 
-Shouldered by Senator. 


Possibility Present Before Re- 
publicans of Veto by Presi- 
dent Taft—It Is Known the 
President Does Not Approve 
of Some Features of Measure 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 

“Washington, May 22.—(Special.)— 
Senators are beginning to hear from 
their constituents in, no uncertain 
terms in regard to the \protracted dis- 
cussion over the tariff bill. ’ The coun- 
try seems to be growing exceedingly 
weary of tariff tinkering. The recent 
utterance of James J, Hill urging & 
speedy termination of the extra session 
was read to the senate by Senator 
Scott, of West Virginia, and copied in 
the Record. Busfness men everywhere 
are writing to members of Congress in 
the-same strain. 

The responsibility of getting the ta- 
riff bill through the senate is being 
shouldered largely by one man. Sena- 
tor Aldrich is in charge of the bill. 
Upon him mainly devolves the task of 
explaining its provisions and answer- 
ing its critics. He Is continually on 
the firing line. His opponents recog- 
nize and publicly acknowledge his mar- 
velous grasp of business affairs, even 
when they viciously criticise schedules 
contained in the bill. 

The bill has been mercilessly criti- 


cised. A short while ago it was freely 


predicted that unless it was considera- 
bly modified, President Taft would not 
sign it. He holds the belief that the 
republican party’s promise of tariff 
tevision, meant revision downward an 

was so accepted by the country. If the 
president should veto the measure fi- 
nally passed by the congress, it would 
mean several more months of wind 
jamming. 

In manoeuvering to outwit his oppo- 
ments in the senate and pass the tariff 
bill, Senator Aldrich cannot for a mo- 
ment lose sight of the Man in the 
White House. This does not mean that 
the President approves the criticisms 
uttered against the bill by senators La 
Follette, Cummins, Borah, Dolliver, 
Burkett and others. But it does mean 
that he would like to see a general re- 
duction of schedules below the _ level 
of those In the present Dingley law.. 

Of course the leaders in congress will 
not dare to permit a bill to pass that 
they think will not approved by the 
president. But it ts equally certain 
that the present bill contains a large 
number of schedules that grant very 
much higher protection than does the 
present law. 

Here is where the diplomacy of Sen- 


, ator Aldrich ts said to come in. Accord- 


ing to one senator, a number of in- 
creases in the bill as reported to the 
senate were left in for the purpose of 
trading. Senator Aldrich knew in ad- 
vance the quarters from which oppo- 
sition would come and prepared to 
meet and overcome it.. 

If this be true, the Rusia represent- 
atives:at the treaty of Portsmouth 
which concluded thé Russo-Japanese 
war, were not more shrewd and far 
seeing. Realizing that the bill could 
only be passed by compromise, he is 
said te have planned in advance what 
these compromises would be. There is 
a general impression, therefore, that in 
the concessions already granted, Sena- 
tor Aldrich has not yielded to the Re- 
publican insurgents or to anybody else 
more than he was prepared to yield. 
The senator above quoted thus sum- 
marizes the situation: 

“As Mr. Aldrich has yielded here and 
there he has given these senators pe- 
cisely the rates he had fixed in his 
own mind as proper when he framed 
the measure, and not one jot more. 
Meanwhile, it must be noted there have 
been no concessions on paragraphs that 
Mr. Aldrich deemed essential, and that 
he has been sustained by a majority 
of the votes when the roll] has been 
called. The ‘progressives’ claim these 
reductions as a victory, and Mr. Ald- 
rich is satisfied, so there is exultation 
in both wings of the party.” 

Though some senators speak discour- 
agingly of the prospect for early ad- 
journment, it is believed by careful ob- 
servers that the situation is clearing up 
somewhat. The insurgent Republicans 
have voiced their protests. They have 
made speeches that rattled the sky 
lights, but on the final show down sev- 
eral of them will probably be found 
voting for the Dill. Senator Cummins, 
representative of the “Iowa Idea,” has 
already declared that he would do so.

For Fear It Will Reduce Prices 
to the Consumers—Real In- 
wardness of the Protective 
Tariff Brought Out by Sena- 
tor Bacon. 


Washington, May «© 22.—(Special).— 
“Does the senator fear that a reduc- 
tion in this duty will mean cheaper 
prices to the consumer?” 

This was the direct and pointed ques- 
tion with which Senator Bacon placed 
before Senator Aldrich the ultimate ef- 
fect of the protective tariff law. The 
steel schedule of that bill was up for 
consideration at the time. 

That a reduction em the 4utfes on 
steel would work great hardship to 
those engaged in the steel industry, 


had ween contended by Senator Al- 


arich. 

“Does the senator from Rhode-Island 
apprehend thet the ftnjustice will be 
done to the steel Gompany by reason 
of the fact that the reduction tn the 
rates which are proposed will result 
in reducing the price of the product 
to the consumer? Is that the avenue 
through which, the Injustice will reach 
the producer?” 

To this Senator Aldrich made the re- 
ply that the question was too compli- 
cated. Then Senator Bacon said he 
would try to make it simpler. He paid 
a high tribute to the knowledge pos- 
sessed by the senator from Rhode 
Island as to the ‘intricacies of the 
tariff bill, and said he gave him entire 
credit for sincerity and candor. Then 
he put the question again thus: 

“The senator said he apprehended 
that the reduction proposed in the stee! 
schedule in this bill In the rates of 
tariff would result in great injustice 
and injury, I think he said, to those en- 
gaged in the production of steel. The 
question which I desire to ask the sen- 
ator, and which I have attempted to 
ask him, is this: Is that apprehension 
on the part of the senator based on 
the belief that the reductions proposed 
will result in cheaper steel to the’ con- 
sumers in this country?’ 


Mr. Aldrich—No; not exactly that. My | 


apprehension was that the steel pro- 
ducers of Germany and Belgium might 
at times throw into this country their 
Surplus stock and sell it for whatever 


price it would bring here and put out!

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Concrete Case of Foreign Competition. 

Rut Mr. Aldrich would not consent to 
admit this outright. He took the sup- 
positious case of a New Yorker who ac- 
cepted the offer of a foreign concern to 
put up a steel building. The case sup- 
posed that the foreigner had a surplus 
stock of steel and could sell it cheaper 
than it could possibly be made for in 
America. He said: 


“That consumer possibly gets a lower 
price—I have no objection to conceding ; 
tWat—but what is the general effect of 


it? One man gets a lower price today: 
but suppose the whole American pedo- 
ple get lower prices than the article 
can possibly be made for in thé United 
States, does the senator, then, think 
that the consumers, as he calls them. 
are benefited? Suppose you destroy, 


absolutely, the iron and steel industry 


of the United States; are the American 
consumers to’ be benefited by that? 
Does the senator suppose that prices 
would be kept down or-that the min- 
ute that those foreign gentlemen had 
control of the American market that 
the American consumer would not then 
have to pay more than he is now pay- 
ing? I think so.” 
Steel Trust Not Puny Infant. 

Mr. Bacon ridiculed the idea that the 
steel industry of the United States 
could net sustain itself in competition 
with the rest of the.world. He did 
foresee that this result might ensue: 
a lowering of the rate would be fol- 
lowed by such importations of steel 
from abroad as would bring revenue to 
the government and reduce prices to 
the American gonsumer. He said this 
was the great end which, for his own 
part, he desired to accomplish in the 
shaping of a tariff bill. 

“here is no reason to believe that 
the iron or stee! industries stand upon 
such @ narrow edge that the slightest 
interference is going to topple 
over into the abysm of destruction and 
ruin,’ said Mr. Bacon. He 


was no more prosperous industry in 


the whole world than the iron and steel | 


industry in the United States. 

Mr. Aldrich wanted to know if that 
was a matter of regret to the senator 
from Georgia. 

Mr. Bacon replied that he did not re- 
gret the prosperity of those engaged 
in the fron and steel industry except 
in so far as their colossal fortunes had 
been piled up by undue exactions and 
extortionate prices te consumers.

Washington, May 22.—(Special Corre 
spondence.)—Almost everybody now 
knows that poor food or badly pre- 
pared food, causes bad tempers and 
the grouch, bad digestion and a 
craving for fiery stimulants, and almost 
all the other evils that flesh is heir to. 

The question of “What To FEat’’ 4s an 
important, if not a perplexing, one for 
everybody from the farmer's hired man, 
with his side meat and cornbread, to 
the poor, wornout millionaire who has 
to live on milk and crackers. But be- 
tween the two extremes of those who 
don’t eat a greater variety because 
they have no etomach worthy of the 
name, there are a large number of folks 
who enjoy good food. 

Which brings up the question why 
more of the delicate vegetables'on the 
farm are not canned and used or sold at 
a profit, instead of being permitted to 
go to waste. If this were done the 
problem of getting good, succulent vez- 
etables during the winter months would 
be solved. A healthful diet must in- 
clude vegetables. 

Probably the explanation of why there 
are not more vegetables put up in the 
home is found in a lack of knowledge 
of the fine points of this useful art. 
Yet the housewife who can provide 
jams and jellies and preserves, chow- 
chow and brandied peaches for her 
family, ought not to have much trou- 
ble ‘in extending the winter menu to Iin- 
clude corn and tomatoes, asparagus and 
String beans, Emglish peas and a great 
Mumber of other vegetables.

The jars themsetves ,should be 
glass, as glass jars are by far 
satisfactory. Tin is more or 
sotuble in the juices of fruits and 
tables.

Although 
cheap in price, these jars are the most 
expensive in the long run. The

These are fitted with a 
giass top, he!d in place by a metal cover 
which screws down over the neck of the 
jair. If canning or sterilization is con- 
ducted properly, practically all of 
air will be driven out of the jar by the 
and upon coolin the meta! 
eover can be removed, as the pressure 
of the outside air will hold the glass 
top securely in place. For those who 
may not see Mr Beazele’s article, the 
following facts condensed from it may | 
be of interest: 
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Corn. 

Select the earta with full grains be- 
fore they have begun to harden, as this 
is the period of greatest sugar content 
Husk them and brush the silks off with 
a stiff brush. ‘Shear off the grains 
with a sharp knife, and pack the jar 
full. Add salt to taste, usually about a 
teaspoonful to the quart is sufficient, 


|and fill up the jar to the top with coid 


water. Put the rubber ring around the 
neck of jar and place the glass top on 
loosely. Be careful not to press down 
the spring at the side of the jar. 

Place the false bottom in the boiler 
and put in as many jars as the boiler 
will conveniently hold. Don’t try to 
crowd them in. Leave space between 
them. Pour in about three inches of 
cold water, or just erfough to form 
steam and to prevent:the boiler from 
going dry during the boiling. Put the 
cover on the boiler, and set it on the 
stove. Bring the water to a boil and 
keep it pooiling for one hour. At the 
remove the cover of 
the boiler and allow the steam to es- 
cape. Then screw down the glass tops 
on the cans. This will prevent any out- 
side air from entering. The jars can 
now be removed and cooled or allowed 
to stand in the boiler until the next day. 

On the second day remove the metal 
screw tops, leaving the glass top. This 
will relieve any pressur from steam 
that might accumulate inside the jar 
during the second cooking. Place the 
jars again in the boiler and boil for one 
hour. Clamp on the top as on the pre- 
ceding day and allow them to cool, Re- 
peat this operation on the third day, In 
removing the jars from the boiler, be 
careful not to expose them to a draft of 
cold air or they may break. 

After the sterilization is complete the 
jars may be set aside for a day or two 
and then tested. This is done by re- 
moving the metal clamp and picking up 
the jar by the top. If the top does not 
come off, you may feel sure that the 
vegetable is keeping. —

Come to think of it, there is quite a bit of such solicitation in Atlanta, 
though, somehow, so general and so generous has been the response and, 
as a rule, so worthy the object, that it has never occurred to us in just 
that light. 

A small fund has béen asked, to take the most recent instance, to meet 
the expense of Sunday afternoon concerts in the Auditorium, where thou- 
sands of Atlantans may enjoy without cost the inspiration and the uplifting 
power of good music. 

It has not been so very long ago since “Tag Day,’ which comes but 
once a year, conjured the pennies and the dimes from the pockets of more 
than willing pedestrians—possibly not including the writer of the foregoing 
communication—to pay for the care and- keep of little tots within the por- 
tals of the Sheltering Arms, while their mothers are compelled to labor to 
preserve their lives. 

And then there is the Associated Charities, which has taken from the 
streets the hundreds of beggars—some of whom, perhaps, were wont to 
jostle and importune without response our troubled correspondent—and re- 
duced general charity to a basis of real worthiness. 

Some thousands of Atlantans, not one of whom could have written or 
inspired that communication, enjoyed yesterday the double pleasure of an 
entertaining hour or two or half a day at Ponce de Leon, and the knowl- 
edge that their small admission fee went in large part to aid two worthy 
Atlanta enterprises—the Art Association and the Home for the Incurables. 

We might mention a dozen other things, charitable and otherwise, 
which ‘have recently come within this classification. There are the state 
fairs in days gone by, which brought their thousands to the city. There 
are conventions, which bring men to our gates from far and near, and 
spread the name and fame of Atlanta throughout civilization. Then there 
is the Thanksgiving dinner and the Christmas tree for the hundreds of 
children who know no luxury nor ever would, even for that brief time, but 
for the great heart of Atlanta’s charitable spirit. 

But it is not necessary further to enumerate. 

We forget, perhaps, that we are dealing with a soul which, we venture, 
has never yet prompted pen to sign a single one of these subscription lists. 

And yet this same Mr. Blank, if we may so designate him, has lived and 
grown fat in fortune upon the very spirit which he would discredit to save 
a paltry dollar or, perhaps, even the ten cents, he might have dropped into 
the Sheltering Arms bonnet—but didn't. 

These charities, these enterprises, aided and built by public’ contribu- 
tion, and the spirit back of them, ARE WHAT HAS MADE ATLANTA 
THE GREAT, THE STRONG, THE PROGRESSIVE CITY SHE IS TODAY, 
AND IN THAT MAKING THERE WAS ALSO MADE THE FORTUNE OF 
MR. BLANK. 

But, evidently, it was the subscriptions of others which paid the divi- 
dends from increased business and growing property value which went into 
the coffers of Mr. Blank—went in and there remained. 

In his communication he suggests the means for his own relief. 

Why not go to one of those “other cities” where solicitation for charity 
and for public enterprise is not so frequent? 

Atlanta is “too good a thing,’ as Mr. Blank has tous it; it is a safe 
prediction he will not. let go, either of Atlanta or the small cash that would 
help out a worthy subscription list; and if he did go, he would be of no 
more value to his new home than he has been in the building of Atlanta. 

This thing of living upon the spirit and the enterprise of others iis, some- 
times, profitable—in dollars and cents. 


Men like these make no return for what their city gives them but that. 


which they pay grudgingly under compulsion of the tax laws. 

But each community must have its share of parasites; the law of com- 
pensation is' everywhere at work. 
They know nothing of that other profit which comes from the exercise

of virtues. 

Therefore, to “give the devil his due,” if we may borrow the apt but 
homely phrase, we will say that the type exemplified in Mr. Brank exists 
to add luster to those virtuous traits which he knows not and cannot un- 
derstand, just as the contrast of darkness lends brightness all the more 
vivid to the sunshine of the day. 

Fortunately, it does not take many of him to do it. 

But there are enough of him to serve the purpose, and to serve it well. 

He is in Atlanta, but not of it. 

By all means, a law should be passed to protect Mr. Blank from the 
spirit that has made Atlanta great—while it has made him rich!

Broadly speaking, this splendid course of two thiles, situated amid beau- 
tiful scenic surroundings between Hapeville and College Park, will make At- 
lanta one of the dominant automobile centers of America, probably the lead- 
ing automobile contesting center of the southern states. 

Each new community undertaking of Atlanta is of a nature to inspire 
the patriotic citizen with a new supply of faith unbounded in the destiny of 
the city.

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ENFORCING THE LAW FOR CLEAN ATLANTA. 


If Atlanta is not clean, fore and aft. amidship, between ahd below decks 
this summer, it will not be for lack of rigorous and impartial enforcement 
of the clean-premises ordinance, an abstract of which is again published 
elsewhere in The Constitution. 

This measure, framed after. careful study by the board of health, pro- 
vides that premises in Atlanta, without regard to location, shall be kept 
scrupulously free of garbage, refuse and other unsanitary accumulations, of- 
fensive to the nostrils and menacing to health. 

It stipulates that garbage cans and closets shal] be fitted with such 
covers as will make them absolutely fly-proof. Approximate regulations are 
provided for stables. Heretofore there has been no uniformity in this vital 
regard, and the horde of disreputable earth-closets in Atlanta. and garbage 
cans throughout the city, have been permitted to furnish breeding places 
for flies, and ammunition for these same pests that carry death and dis- 
ease on their feet over a wide territory. 

The ordinance, which goes into effect June 1, is aimed at thts insect 
menace, AND IT WILL BE UNRELENTINGLY ENFORCED. ALREADY 
THE PEOPLE OF ATLANTA HAVE BEEN MADE FAMILIAR WITH ITS 
PROVISIONS. THEY HAVE ALSO BEEN SERVED WITH NOTICE BY 
CHIEF JENTZEN, OF THE SANITARY DEPARTMENT, OF HIS INTEN. 


CONDITIONS. 

Ample time now offers for property Atlanta to 
equip themselves for systematic cooperation in observing the law. To defer 
providing sanitary garbage cans and fly-proof covers for refuse receptacles 
will court a summons before the recorder and a heavy fine. 

Recorder Broyles has announced he will deal vigorously with all 
of violation brought before him, and the sanitary department has announced 
it will promptly prosecute violations after June 1, without further notice. 

So that, in sheer self-defense, it is incumbent upon the people of At- 
lanta, seizing this last opportunity, to acquaint themselves in detail with 
the provisions of the law,

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THE BERRY SCHOOL AND CREATIVE PHILANTHR@PY. 


A remarkable argument for constructive philanthropy is the story of 
achievements and possibilities of the Martha Berry School for Boys, near 
Rome, told elsewhere in today’s Constitution. 

From a little tumble-down cabin, buried in the heart of the forest, the | 
schoo] has developed, in the relatively short period of seven years, into a 
domain of 1,400 acres and thirteen buildings. 

The accomplishment is to be credited practically to one woman—Martha 
Berry, founder and director of the school. Born to wealth, social position 
and opportunity, she chose rather to invest her life-energies in giving to 
poor boys in Georgia a chance at the sort of education that would fit them 
to meet the world’s actualities. 


No sons of wealthy parents matriculate at this school in the forest. The 
principally mountainous Geor- 


+ 
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students come from homes in rural Georgia, 
gia, where the problem of existence is a struggle from one year’s end to an- 
other, and an uncertain struggle, at that. 

The majority of the students, ranging in age from 16 to 27 
titerally fighting their way through the school. Many of them attend one year 
and remain at home the next, in order to help out their relatives in the 
continued battle for a livelihood. All of them are working their way to an 
education. 

The cost of a scholarship is $100 a term, but the stuaent is charged 
only $50. So that the management, by its own efforts, must make up an- 
nually ‘a deficit of $50 for each of the 150 boys-«enrolled in the various 


years, are 


grades. 
Bearing in mind that, through strenuous shifts, twenty-five more boys 


are to be taken off the waiting list of 100 and given admission next term, 
it is not difficult to appreciate the monumental task of maintaining this 
philanthropic enterprise. 

The arduous details of the development and maintenance have fallen 
almost wholly upon Miss Martha Berry. The school is supported at an 
annual expense of $25,000, and rarely does she begin the calendar month 
certain of the sources of revenue from which she is to meet her fixed 
charges. In addition to this sum, there are always further demands for 
improvements and extensions. 

An opportunity now offers to create a permanent endowment fund of 
$100,000. Mrs. Russell Sage and Andrew Carnegie have each donated *25,000 
for this purpose, conditioned on Miss Berry raising another $50,000. 

Even when she has succeeded in meeting these requirements, the inter- 
est on the principal will be only $5,009, stil] leaving her with a yearly prob- 
lem of $20,000, as well as the necessity of securing funds for the ever-press- 
ing needs of expansion. 

It would be impossible to find in Georgia a project affording the phi- 
lanthropy of our people a more practical opportunity for creative coopera- 
tion. The mission of this school speaks eloquently of a need that is being 
daily met, and that grows larger with each successive fulfillment - 

There should be fifty men in this state easily able, in their devotion te 
the ‘utilitarian creed for which this institution stands, to complete the mod- 
eat endowment fund for which Miss Berry is asking.

AMERICA WAS DISCOVERED 
OVERCENTURY BEFORE COLUMBUS 


May 22.—Positive proof of 
the discovery of America more than a 
century before the landing of Ccium- 
bus, is the claim made for a stone 
bearing an inscription in Runic charac- 
ters and the date, 1362, by its owner, 
Hialmar Rued Holland, of Ephraim, 
Wis., curator of the Sons of Norway 
Historical Archives. 

The Runestone, so-called because of 
ite Runic character, has been placed on 
exhibition in the rooms of the Chicago 
Historical Society. The stone was 
found in Douglas county, Minnesota. 

Copies of the inscription and  pho- 
tographs have been sent to the Uni- 
versity of Christianity, where no valid 
criticiem of its authenticity was of- 
fered. The inscription as translated 
reads as follows: 

“Eight Goths and twenty-two 


Chicago, 


Nor- 


Wwegians upon a voyage of discovery 
from Vinland westward. 

“We had a camp by two skerries one 
day’s journey north from this stone, We 
were out fishing one day. When we re- 
turned we found ten men red with 
blood and dead. Ave Maria, save ug 
from evil. 

“We have ten men by the sea to look 
afier our vessel, forty-one days’ journey 
from this island. Year 1362." 

Runic characters, in which the ine 
scription was written, are believed to 
have originated with the Phoenicians, 
and are known to have been used by the 
early Norsemen. The language, as ex- 
plained by the translator, is that of 
early times in southern Sweden, and 
is not greatly different from the Nor- 
wegian language of the present time. 
The stone is in an excellent state of 
preservation, and most of the characters 
are perfect. ,

Chamber of Commerce Now 
Considering Combined 
Exhibit for 1910. 


A movement has been set on foot (to 
have. a combined exhibit of cotton and 
eotton seed productsin Atlanta during 
the year 1910. Within a few days now it 
ie expected the Atlanta Chamber of Com. 
merce will take definite steps in regard 
to the proposition made along this line 
by Colonel BE. T. Brown in his letter to 
the Chamber of*Commerce, in which he 
suggests a “Cotton Carnival” or "“Cot- 
ton Exposition,” and that of L. A. Ran- 
som, when, as president of the Inter- 
state Cotton Seed Crushers’ Association, 
at Louleville, last year he suggested an 
exposition of cotton sged products. 

Colonel Brown wrote out his sugsg6s- 
tion in detail and in it called attention 
to the suggestion made by Mr. Ransom 
and combined both ideas under one head. 

It is suggested that Atlanta dated her 
initial splendid stride forward from the 
International Cotton exposition of 1861 
and her second from the ‘Cotton States 
anda International exposition in 1895, this 
making it fourteen years since the last 
great cotton exposition. Since that time 
it is pointed out the cotton seed oll in- 
duetry has greatly added tothe value 
and interest in the products of cotton 
and that a splendid exhibit of articles 
made from cotton and the prodits of 


cotton seed could be made, which would 
attract the attention of the world. 

The Chamber of Commerce is to have 
asummer meeting soon, and at tbis time 
it is most probable a committee will be 
named to take up this suggestien, with 
a view to putting it into active opera- 
tion. It is believed the active coopera- 
tion of the Cotton Seed Crushers could 
be secured for this exposition, thus in- 
suring the success of one feature of it 
peradventure. 

The exhtbit by the Georgia Association 
last year, at the State fair demonsatrat- 
ed that a splendid exhibit can be had 
and will arouse the greatest interest. 


West Point and Houston. 

Mobile, Ala., May 22.—The organiza- 
tion certificate of the West Point’ and 
Houston Railroad Company has been 
filed with the secretary of the state of 
Mississippi.

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NEW SANITARY ORDINANCE 
| GOES INTO EFFEGT: JUNE | 


It Will Affect Every Resident in the City—What the 


Provisions of New Law Are—It Will Be 
Most Rigidly Enforced. 


There will go into effect -on June !, 
that is one week from*next Tuesday, a 
new sanitary ordinance that will affect 
every resident’ within the corporate 
limits of the city of Atlanta. As the 
health departmént will rigidly enforce 
the provisions of the ordinance and 
the recorder will punish by fine any pér- 
son who violates the new law, it is of 
the utmost importance that the people of 
the city know what the ordinance pro- 
vides and act so they will not violate it. 

The ordinance was adopted last Feb- 
ruary, and its purpose is to Keep the 
‘yards in the city in a clean and sani- 
tary condition; and thereby protect the 
health of the. people. An enforcement 
of the new -law will tend to decrease 
files and mosquitoes afd lessen the breed- 
ing of disease germs. 

The chief of the sanitary department 

the health officers are determiped 
to see that the*ordinance is rigidly @n- 
forced. The recorder has stated that 
his court wil! punish any person who 
violates the law. 

What the Ordinance Provides. 

The ordinance contains eight sections. 
Copies of it have been sent out by the 
health department to the residents of 
the city. In the eight sections are the 
following provisions: 

Persons owning or controlling any 
kind of a stable where animals are kept 
must not let such places become filthy, 
noisome or unsanitary. 

Persons who have horses, mules or 
cOWsS must keep manure in bins or pits 
provided with covers to keep out flies,

| and such bins or pits must be Kept as 
far away as possible from the dwellings 
of neighbors, 

Manure cannot be kept after it has 
become unsaritary untess # is used for 
fertilizing ground, and even then it must 
not be offensive. 

Persons owning stock can have the 
manure removed by the city upon a pay- 
ment of $2 a year,to the tax collector. 
Otherwise they can have the work done 
themselves. 

How Garbage Must Be Kept. 

All gas"bage must be placed in recepta- 
cles strong and large epough to prevent 
the garbage spilling, and such recepta- 
cles must have a tight-fitting cover, 
which will prevent odors from eseaping. 

Persons using service closets must pro- 
vide water-tight receptacles in compart- 
ments provided with close-fitting coOvere 
that will prevent the escape of odors. 

The ordinance does not specify any 
particular kind of bin or pit to hold 
manure, or receptacles for garbage or 
service closets, but any kind of recep- 
tacle will do that carries out the pro- 
visions of the ordinance and a good 
wood tub, the sanitary officers say, is 
equally as good as anything else. 

The last section of the ordinance speci- 
fies that any person convicted of violat- 
ing any of the provisions shall be pun- 
ished by a fine not exceeding $100 or 
imprisoned not exceeding thirty days. 
either one or both, in the discretion of 
the court. 

AS stated, the new ordinance goes into 
effect June !, and from on and after that 
date it will be rigidly enforced.

STIRS BRITAIN 


' Sensational Stories About 


Designs of the Kaiser. 


Alleged That German Airships 
Are Hovering Over the 
Kingdom, and That German 
Mausers Are Stored in Lon- 
don Cellars. 


fonden, May 22.—The speech at the 
Lake Mohonk conference on interna- 
tional arbitration by President Nich- 
Olas M, Butler, of Columbia university. 
in which he described Great Britain's 
attitude toward Germany as a form of 
‘present emotional insanity,’ has 
been strikingly confirmed during the 
past week. 

Sensational stories of German air- 
Ships, stacks of German Mausers stored 
in a London cellar, and thousands of 
German waiters and hairdressers eager- 
ly anticipating the emperor's signal to 
deliver England to an invading army 
of thelr fellow-countrymen, have been 
the main features of the newspapers 
throughout the country. The Mauser 
msth, to which attention was first 
called by Sir John Barlow, has been 
contemptuously dismissed by War Sec- 
retary Haldane. in the house of com- 
mons, as ‘‘an exceptionally silly story,’’ 
but it has been egurpassed by accounts 
of mythical noeturnal visitations of a 
German airship. The phantom ‘‘flying 
Dutchman” soon developed into a large 
fleet, the competing papers .vouching 
for the accuracy of their respective 
stories, and giving signed statements 
circumstantially detailing the maneu- 
vers of the mysterious and swiftly- 
moving dirigible, at the same moment. 
in various places on the east and west 
coasts and even in Ireland. 

Captains of eteamers have been cred- 
ited with statements that they ex- 
changed flare signals with the  4derial 
visitor in the North sea, and some 
newspapers went so far as to _ insist 
that the ‘‘scare ship" has its home on 
a German warship now in the North 
sea at maneuvers, to which it returns 
after ite nightly flights. 

Descriptions of the secret fly-by-night 
became more and more graphic, until 
certain advertisers, who had been  ex- 
perimenting with model airships at- 
tached by ropes to motor cars, con- 
fessed their part in the affair and ex- 
ploded the various theories, 

Meanwhile, Germany, as evidenced by 
the comments in the German papers on 
the latest panic, came to much the 
Same conclusion as President Butler. 
Contempt, disgust and impatience have 
been the prominent notes in the Ger- 
man editorials, which picture England 
as “the home of nervous degenerates, 
who are yielding themselves up to a 
frenzy, unworthy even of a decaying 
country.”

Claims Certified Check Given 
as Fine Could Not Be Paid 
Into Court With Strings Tied 


to It. 


Calumbus, Ga., May 22.—(Special.)— 
A certified check for $1,000 is the bone 
ef contention in legal proceedings just 
instituted by George C. Palmer, solic- 
itor general of the Chattahoochee cir- 
cuit, against J. A. Beard, sheriff of 
Muscogee county, and Judge Littlejohn, 
of the Southwestern circuit, has been 
called upon to decide the issue. He 
will hear the case in Columbus next 
Saterday. 

Early in the year A. B. Daniel, of this 
city, was convicted in the superior 
court of violating the prohibition law, 
and fined $1,000 by Judge Littlejohn 
then presiding. The case was appealed 
to the supreme court, where the lower 
court was sustained. The remittitur 
was received from the higher court’a 
day or two ago, and Sheriff Beard was 
proceeding to collect the fine or place 
the defendant in jail, when an order 
was received from Governor Smith sus- 
pending sentence in the case until 
Juné 15, inasmuch as the prison board 
has been appealed to in the matter 
and the application for parole will not 
be heard by that body until early in 

une. 

The sheriff made no further effort to 
enforce the sentence under this in- 
structions. Mr. Daniel placed in his 
hands a certified check for $1,000, con- 
ditionally, to protect the sheriff in any 
contingency that might arise. He re- 
served the option, even should the pris- 
on board decide against him, of either 
paying the fine vr taking the check 
back from the sheriff and serving out 
the sentence.

Says Rev. Fraser Is Opposing 
Action of Presbyterian As- 
sembly to Aid Missionaries 
in Congo Free State. 


Savannah, Ga., May 22.—A protest 
against the action of the general as- 
sembly of the Southern Presbyterian 
church, in session here, was filed to- 
day by Rev. A. M. Fraser,’ Staunton, 
Va., which voices the position taken 
yesterday by its opponents, Rev. Fraser 
objecting, to the pdlicy of the church's 
calling on civil government for inter- 
national intervention in behalf of the 
two American missionaries 
criminal charges in the Congo, 

“I am opposed to that,” said Rev. 
Mr. Fraser, “because, from my ‘point 
of view, it seems contrary to the his- 
toric position of our church, contrary 
to the spirit of our standards and con- 
trary to the scriptures, which teach tis 
that ‘Christ’s kingdom is not of this 
world,’ and that ‘the weapons of our 
warfare are not carnal.’”’ 

Despite the protest, which was in its 
nature formal, the appeal to President 
Taft to aid Missionaries Morrison and 
Shephard, who are to be tried May 25 
at Leopoldville, Congo Free _ State, 
stands. . 

Polygamy in foreign fields is the 
burden of two overtures presented to 
the assembly by the Charleston and 
Chesapeake presbyteries.

The time for 
making entries has been fixed as April

Nothing to equal the exhibitions now 
taking place have been seen before in 
the ctty. Groans come from every side.

A big, powerful man stands 
erect, his chest heaving with fierce 
emotion, hig eyes rolling, his face 
working as though he were in torture.

London, May 22.—Two women 
Natal are at present engaged In fight- 
ing the whole force of the British gov- 
ernment. The battle waged by the 
Misss Colenso—two sisters—is’ carried 
on without visible signs of outward 
warfare; and yet it is a struggle as 
daring, as strenuous, and as adventur- 
ous as any real engagement. Em- 
barked on a quixotic attempt to rescue 
the native chief, Dinizulu., from the 
coile of British diplomacy, they have 
spent almost every cent they had in 
the world. For the last five years the 
eldest sister—Harriet—has been the 
guide, phflosopher and friend of the 
native chief; even going to St. Helena 
and staying there near him. while he 
waited in prison until her efforts got 
him out; only to be tried and recon- 
victed on another count. The devotion 
of the Colenso sisters to the cause of 
the black chief has won the respect 
of even their inveterate enemies. the 
English foreign office wire-pullers, 
who wish to turn the land of Dinizulu 
over to white exploitrers. 

Sympathy of Thousmods. 

In many quarters of the globe the 
fight waged by the Colenso sisters has 
evoked the sympathy of thousands of 
people, who have not even stopped to 
consider the actual merits of Dinizulu’s 
cause. Many.influential English pegple. 
including Sir Charles Dilke, Lord 
Northbourne and Lady Sdhwann, have 
recently taken up the cudgels on be- 
half of the two brave women; and in 
London an organization has recently 
been formed to raise funds to restore 
to them some of the actual money they 
have spent in defending Dinizulu at his 
recent trial for alleged high treason. 
As a matter of fact,. the only charge 
of which the black chief has been 
found guilty is harboring a few 
wretohed natives fleeing from British 
rifles in a faked-up rebellion, delib- 
rately planned for the purpose of 
breaking down the influence of Dini- 
zulu among the natives. The entire 
movment agains@® Dinizulu is but an 
attempt on the part of the British to 
land-grab the countries belonging to 
the Zulu nation. 

No white people in the whole of 
South Africa have greater knowledge 
and experience of the Natal natives 
than the two sisters. They are the 
daughters of the famous Bishop Colen- 
so. first and last bishop .of Natal, who 
devoted his life to studying the needs 
and ministering to the spiritual wants 
of the black men. 

Exiled to St. Helena. 

In the earlier prosecution of Dinizulu 
the British magistrates had things ali 
theirown way. Dinizulu was for a long 
time unrepresented; and, after his first 
conviction, was sent into exile in St. 
Helena. It was then that Harriet Col-

in his case, Without at first employ- 
ing legal counsel, she went into all 
the papers and convinced herself that 
all Dinizulu’s sd-called crimes were 
trumped up charges for the expréss 
purpose of getting him out of Natal, 
where the natives look up to him as 
their great chief and the direct de- 
scendant of the famous Cetewayo. 

Dinizulu’s influence in the couptry 
has always been a stumbling block to 
British land-grabbing, and it has been 
essential to remove him from the scene 
ot his activities. After his liberation 
from St. Helena, Miss Colenso under- 
took his defense against the numerous 
other charges brought against him. She 
mastered all the native dialects in or- 
der to confront opposing witnesses, and 
her able cross-examination on many 
occasions utterly put to rout the emis- 
saries of the government who had come 
prepared to swear away the life of 
the native leader. 

Finding it necessary to have Dini- 
zulu properly represented by counsel, 
Miss Colenso obtained from England 
some of the ablest lawyers, and paid 
all their expenses out to Natal in order 
to give the black chief the proper 
status before the white tribunal. In 
this supreme effort she spent practi- 
cally all she had in the world—the 
sum of $15,000; but successfully demon- 
strated that the long list of alleged 
heinous crimes with which the chief 
was charged narrowed down to one of 
simply giving shelter and food for a 
few days to the wife and children of 
Bambata, a disaffected native chief. 

Convicted of High Treason. 

It was amply proved in Dinizulu’s 
favor that took no part whatever 
in any armed rebellion against the 
British, and that he did not even 
countenance the action of other native 
chiefs who wished to rid themselves of 
British oppression. And yet, on the 
mere charge of sheltering the women 
of a chief, he has been convicted of

and condemned to four and one-half 


of his official position in Natal among 
his own people. 

Convinced that Dinizulu is perfectly 
innocent of all the charges brought 
jagainst him, and fully seeing through 
‘the plan of the British government 
{ultimately to annex Zululand, Miss 
:Colenso left no stone unturned to block 
the game being played by the coloniai 
authorities who represent England in 
Zululand. When Dinizulu was brought 
,up for trial at Pietermaritzburg in 
1907, it was thought that the govern- 
iment would have a walkover, and con- 
vict Dinizulu simply out of the mouths 
of his own witnesses. Efforts were 
made to prevent Miss Colenso from 
helping him, but, overcoming all diffi- 
culties, she showed up at the last mo- 
iment, and. succeeded in confounding 
\the witnesses of the opposition. In 
trving to get to Dinizulu on this occa- 
sion, she was refused passes through 
\various parts of the country and mar- 
tial law was proclaimed in order to 
hamper her movements. 

In addition to these official barriers, 
physical difficulties had to be over- 
come, for in one place a great river 
had overflowed its banks, and so much 
délayed her progress that Miss Colenso 
thought the case would be called be- 
fore Dinizulu could be properly repre- 
sented. However, she managed to ford 
the river, and appeared in court on 
the day of the opening of the trial 
wearing her travel-stained costume and 
huge rubber boots, Though utterly 
fatigued and worn out, she produced 
documents in court which brought 
about a stay of proceedings until she

In order to obtain her evidence. Misg! 
Colensg visited personally, and spent 
days among the blacks, going into thetr 
secret hiding places, and tracking down 
Witnesses. Her long residence in the 
country under the roof of her father. 
Bishop Colenso, has given her a minute 
knowledge of all native Gialects, and, 
by her ceaseless efforts, she has man- 


repre- 


aged to obtain information of a peculiar 
cnaracter that to the ad- 
vantage of the prisoner whose welfare 
has had at heart. She spent days 
near the prison of Dinizuly himself, 
and, when permitted by the prison au- 
thorities, him sufficient English 
for him to understand the nature of the 
charges brought against him. Govern- 
ment officials at first denied Miss Co- 
lenso all access to her protege. After 
She had taken legal measures to com- 
pel them to permit Dinizulu to see his 
own lawyer, a regulation was passed 
that no interview, either with his legal 
counsel or Miss Colenso, Was to last 
for more than twenty minutes at a time 
AS the English lawyer who represented 
Dinizulu could not speak the na

Not only did Miss Colenso bear the 
entire expense of Dinizulu’s defense in 
his last trial out of her own pocket, 
but she paid various fines imposed upon 
Dinizulu in other and earlier trials. One 
of these amounted to $100—a huge Sum 
for a native to pay, considering that 
there is very little actual money in the 
country.

Dinizulu 
kept them in peace: but, at the same 
time, he guaranteed to them a cer- 
tain amount of freedom and autono- 
my. Feeling that their liberties were 
safe under his rulership, the natjves 
reposed confidence in the British gov- 
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ernment, whose deputy Dinizulu then 
Was. 
He Objected to Slavery. 


Dinizulu, while serving the British 
wel], alwavs refused to hand over his 
people into slavery; and for this rea- 
son, the local government authorities 
began their series of persecutions in 
order to rid themselves of his rule. 
This they have effectually done, so that, 
at last, Dinizulu is locked up In pris- 
and his leadership of the people 
has been forever taken away from him. 
He has been deprived of the right of 
holding any official position under the 
British government, and, by removing 
him from the scene of his activities, 
the government hopes that the natives 
will, in time, forget: their great chief 
who stood between their liberty and 
the British. slavery which trades under 


ithe euphonious name of colonization. 


The downfall of Dinizulu has not 
accomplished, however, without 
the vigorous protest of the Misses Co- 
lenso; and their activities have 
brought fruit in the formation of a 
strong anti-government party in Lon- 
don, headed by some of the most in- 
fluential British persons who have re- 
solved to see that justice is done to 
Dinizulu, or, if this is impossible of 
accomplishment, to bring home to its 
perpetrators the conspiracy which has 
been deliberately fomented against na- 
tive freedom in Zululand. 

Lady Schwann, who has charge of 
the fund which is being raised to place 
the Misses Colenso on their feet again, 
recently said:

he credit for the establishment of 
this important department belongs to 
John Burns, M. P., the president of the 
local government board. Curiously 
enough, Burns’ attention was directed 
to the lack of safeguard for the food 
of the people by a controversy over 
whisky. Some of the leading Scotch and 
Irish distillers complained to him a 
couple of yearg ago that their trade 
was being ruined by the large sale of 
compounded and spurious whisky 
which was entirely unchecked Dy the 
authorities. Burns’ investigated, and 
found that this was true, and further 
inquiry revealed to him the fact that 
the local authorities had the power, 
under the food and drugs acts, to 
prosecute in the case of goods sold un- 
der a misdescription. A friendly prose- 
cution was arranged. and after months 
had been spent in hearing evidence it 
was discovered that there could be no 
conviction, because there was no legal 
definition of what whisky is. The re-

lous state of the law in relation to the 
purity of foods. Burns found that un- 
der the public health acts of 1875 the 
local authorities had very wide powers 
to suppress the sale of foods and other 
articles prejudicial to health, but the 
enforcement of the laws and their in- 
terpretation were entirely in the hands 
of the local bodies, and usually left by 
them to their officials. Thus, in one 
district the medical officer of health 
was very particular about the health- 
fulness of the meat sold in his district, 
and prosecuted in every possible case, 
while he paid little or no attention to 
the milk or to the quality of the goods 
sold by the grocers. Another man 
would devote all his attention: to 
dnd neglect the meat. 

Even in cases where an effort

“Speaking of cats, do you know what

“Still, while I maf find fun in the gro- 
tesque oddities of this country and her 
people, I find a great deal to admire in 
that love of delicate detail exhibited in 
the mighty fighting man and also in his 
sincere love of flowers and of all the 
poetic and lovely things in nature. 

A Chinese Mornion. 

“The Chinamen allow their women a 
great deal more domestic authority 
than do the Japanese, and Japan de- 
clares with scorn that China is ruled 
by the women. It is very true that 
the Chinaman treats the’woman of his 
household much more. considerately 
than does the Japanese, and I thtnk the 
Chinaman must .Jike the companion- 
ship of women better—must: be more 
used to pleasant kind of comrade rela- 
tions with his slant-@yed sisters and 
cousins and wives than any other Ori- 
ental. I often found myself in’ the 
East, when taken in to dinner by a 
Chinaman, forgetting entirely that he 
wore a pigtail and lovely blue silk 
trousers and talking to him as freely 
and from entirety the same standpoint 
as I would bable with a man of my 
own race. 

“One of these Celestials confided to 
me that he had two wives and sixteen 
children, one evening over dessert, yet 
it didn't make hifi seem at all differ- 
ent from the man at home. 

“Safcadio Hearn ‘failed to tell the 
American public that Yokohoma is the 
Paris. of the Orient. He didn’t tell us 
a bit about the beautiful a la mode 
gowns we can buy and get made there 
for almost nothing. ‘ 

“The Chinaman’s ability to copy a 
frock, seam for seam and button for 
button; is an old story. and the anec- 
dote about the reproduction of dresses 
and pockets in the New World copied 
from the old its about the age or the 
Sphinx.

HAT woman is unfortunate who, no 

matter how beautiful her face nor 

how nearly divine her form, lacks 

lovely arms and shoulders. How to 
develop them if she have them not is my 
theme to-day. 

Of no part of the’ body is it quite so 

true that curves are the lines of beauty as 
{t is of the arms and shoulders. A lovely 
woman fn an evening gown always re- 
minds me of a beautiful bouquet rising out 
of a vase. The woman's head and shoui- 
ders and arms are the flowers, the gown 
and the rest of her body the Vase. Fancy 
a bouquet with one fresh, purple pansy 
in tHe centre and all about it withered 
yellow flowers. It is nota pleasant picture 
even in fancy, but that is precisely how 
the woman with a charming face and un- 
lovely arms and shoulders looks. 
» Beautiful. shoulders must first of all be 
symmetrical shoulders. They must be just 
broad enough to balance finely tne figure. 
If the figure which they surmount be slen- 
der. the shoulders aiso should be siender. 
But they should never be thin. For 
beauty’s sake they must be soft, not mus- 
cular. They must be overlaid with a veil- 
ing of firm. flesh. They must slope gently 
feito the lines’ of the arms and bust and 
back by almost imperceptible degrees. 
While they are plump in front they shouid 
be thin at the back. A roll of flesh be- 
tween the shoulder blades fs unsightly and 
gives the appearance Of age. ; 

After shapeliness of the shoulders in im- 
portance comes whiteness. Shoulders well 
cared for should be the whitest part of a 
woman's body. 

A third important element in beauty of 
 ghoulders is the texture of the skin. It 
should be of satin fineness. 

To attain shapely shoulders begin with 
the chest. The woman with a high chest 
always has beautifully shaped shoulders. 
Form the habit of breathing deeply. A 
shon,girl in one of your department stores 
had so finé a development of chest and 
shoulders that I asked her how she 
achieved it. Her figure was so slender 
that f knew she must have built up those 
i shoulders and the chest by some wise sys- 
tem of exercise. 

“Yes, haven't I done fine?” she answered. 
“Two years ago I was the scrawniest thing 
you ever saw. My neck and shoulders 
looked like a wood pile that had tumbie1 
over itself. I was all sharp corners. I 
heard of this here deep breathing and I. 
tried it. Most of it I did on the platforms 
of the “L” trains... Winter and Summer I 
rode downtown from Harlem to work,-an4 
instead of sitting in the car I stood on the 
platform. At first.it.made me tired, but 
after I got used to it I began to look for*® 
ward to feeling the clear, cool air rush 
through my lungs. Now it’s the best treat 
of the day. Maybe I would have got lazy 
and not kept it up, but I saw the flesh be- 
ginning to pad all the corners of my neck 
Gnd shoulders. My chest lost its caved-in 
look. You just bet that deep breathing 
pays.” ” 

Deep bréathing does pay. It pays a 
large dividend in health and, beauty. 

M e is, after hygienic living, the first 
aid © uty. Give me an excellent masseuse 
and ~“s8uld dispense with a doctor, sxcept 
in sOme tremendous emergency. Thin 
shoulders can be plumped and fat shoul- 
ders can be reduced by massage.» .. 

If they are thin a light massage, using 
rotary thovemént of the palms of the hands,

plumpen them. 

If they are fat the massage should be 
much deeper and more vigorous. The mas- 
seuse should knead ag near the bone as 
possible. 

For this massage cream may be applied 
to feed the tissues.

Shoulders should be white. 
they are, and if not the general health 
should be looked to as a corrective. Are 
the shoulders yellow? Probably their 
owner ig bililous and requires a change 
from a heavy meat and sweets diet to a 
lighter one in which cereals and green 
vegetables and salads predominate. The 
system should be irrfgated by much water 
drinking. Try to remember that tha 
amount of food for a day’s sustenance has 
been estimated in the proportion of five 
parts to seven parts water. Are her shou!- 
ders marred by pimples or acne? Again 
she should look to her diet, eating less 
rich food. A thorough scrubbing of the 
shoulders with warm water and pure soap 
once a day, followed by a rub-down with 
alcohol, should be sufficient to keep them 
prettily white if the diet is a correct one. 

But if the shoulders have been tanned or 
freckled by much sea batning or lolling 
on the burning sands, they will be im- 
proved by applications twice a day of thia 
remedy:

The effécts of @-half dozen applications 
of these should be quickly apparent. 

Arms, like shoulders, must possess sym- 
metry. That is, they must seem’ to be of 
the body, included in the original plan 
instead of being hastily added as an after- 
thought. They must be in perfect propor- 
tion. The size of the arm depends wholly 
upon the size of the body. 

In Paris last year a pretty little Frus- 
sian, Miss Amelia Rose, won the prize for 
having a perfect arm. In Paris, where 
beauty is the chief divinity, the awarding 
of the prize to. one not of the French 
nation was a momentous matter. Bvéry 
one wanted to know the proportions ofthe 
arm. The Russian beauty's height was five 
feet five inches. Her arms conforméd. +o

Was one-third shorter than the forearm. 
The circumference of the upper arm was 
thirteen inches; of the forearm. nine 
inches, and of the wrist six inches. 

The beautiful arm looks as though it 
were made for ornament, not for use. Noe 
muscle is unduly prominent. It should be 
as soft and smooth as white velvet. 

If the arm is too fat its size can be reduced 
by massage with the wringing motion. 
The masseuse should manipulate the arm 
exactly as though she were wringing « it 
clothes before hanging them out to dry. 

To develop the arm there.are many ex- 
ercises. Small dumbbells, weighing half a 
pound, can be swung to great advantage. 

Also to develop at once the muscles of 
shoulders and arms this is valuable. 
Stretch the arms horizontally fram the 
body until the muscles are tensé. Then 
slowly raise them above the head, trying 
to Reep the muscles rigid. s 


Clench the fists and, stretching the arms» 
horizontally at the sides, raise and lower ,

The means were a change of 4let t9 
more nourishing and muscle-building food, 
a half hour twice a day with dumbbells, 
and daily massage with cold cream or olive 
oil. The results were soft, well rounded, 
pinkly white arms that charmed every one 
who saw them. 

An exercise that develops the arms and 
the back and bust as well is this: Holding 
the arms at the sides, inhale deeply. Clench 
the fists. Bend the elbows. Bring the .sts 
to the shoulders, moving only the lower 
arms. With the fists resting at the shoui- 
ders raise the elbows to a straight ine 
with the shoulders. Move the fists down 
slowly until they fit close into the armpits. 
Move the fists slowly around to the back. 
crossing them, and then lowertnge the arms 
to their first position. Keep the muscles 
tense while so doing. This is a famous re- 
sistance exercise. 

If the texture of the skin on the arms is 
coarse, a dry rub every day with a soft 
filekbh brush should open the pores, whose 
long collecting accretions have made the 
skin rough. This treatment will make the 
skin tender. If it seems sensitive apply a 
good cold cream every morning and even 
ing. After the morning application pow- 
der may be added. The arms may be 
dusted with a pure powder. One of the 
best cold creams for the purpose is this: 


Oil of sweet almonds. ...50 grams 
White wax 10 grams 
Spermaceti or sperm oil..10 grams 
Rosewater ....20 grams 
Tincture of benzoin..... 5 grams 
Tincture of amber...... 2 grams

Urged by the National 
Highway Congress. 


Resolution Is Adopted Urging 
That at Least 10 Per Cent 
of the Internal Revenue Be 
Used for Building Good 
Roads. : 


Washington, May 22.—The second Na- 
tianal Good Roads <ongress, at tne 
closing session this afternoon, adopted 


tion of.state and nation in the con- 
struction of post roads and the employ- 
ment of convict labor in the building 
and maintenance of public roads. 

With practical unanimity, the congress 
urged that the United States govern- 
ment appropriate at least 10 per cent 
of the internal revenue for building and 
maintaining public roads, provided that 


any particular state using such an Ap- 
propriation shall expend an equal 
amount for the purpose of public roads. 

The morning session of the association 
Was addressed by James F. Collbreath, 
of Denver; Representative Morgan, ot 
Oklahoma; Representative Pickett, of 
Iowa; W. F. Beasley, of Plymouth, N. 
H., and W. F. Cook, of Massachusetts. 

Address By Hughes. 

In an address presented to the associa- 
tlon by Representative Hughes, of Geor- 
gia, which he was unable to deliver 
personally, he said: | 

“Atlanta and New York are soon to 
give a demonstration of good roads and 
automobile endurance from New York 
to Atlanta. ‘This will be a great con- 
test and will exercise a notable influ- 
ence over the state for good roads.’’ 

Mr. Hughes declared that the excess 
cost of transportation, owing to bad 
roads in this country, amounted to more 
than $300,000,000 a year. 

Speaker Cannon addressed the after- 
noon session. Mr. 
railway and water transportation the 
wovernment must keep in touch with 
the people and the people must also 
keep in touch with the government. To 
do this, he said, every one must gnow 
what the government cogys and that the 
efforts to obtain appropriations for good 
roads is an evérlasting performanee. 

Experiments For Good Roads.
